e Act as landlord to tenant, and leaseholder for property

¢ Simplify the search process for HCVP families

* Provide access to an expanding group of properties that will disregard income
requirements, credit score requirements, and financially related eviction history

e Work hand in hand with Houston Housing Authority to ensure a quick and easy
lease up process

e Provide resources and guidance to families to assist with education, childcare,

financial assistance

Tenant Obligations

e Pay Security Deposit to NestQuest

e Pay Application and Administration fees to property (ifthere are any)
* Pay rent portion (determined by the Housing Authority)

e Provide utilities (electricity)

e Provide appliances not provided by owner (usually included, but not always)
* Maintain renters insurance

¢ Maintain unit to high quality standard

e Attend quarterly check-ins with NestQuest

¢ Enroll students in the schools we recommend
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Property Obligations

* Property cannot currently accept Housing Choice Vouchers

¢ Continue to maintain unit throughout the terms of the lease

e Disregard and override any history of financial evictions, low credit score, or
income requirements when screening prospective tenants

e Deny an applicant for any behavioral evictions and failed criminal background
checks

e Must pass NestQuest’s high quality standards, to guarantee it passes Housing
